Board and Latter with Non-

Comparisons between the cost of maintain- 
ing Lincoln Park, where the commissioners 
are appointed by the Governor and political | 
conditions are supposed to control, and 
Washington Park, where politics have little 
influence, gives some surprising results. | 

According to the official reports of the 
boards in control of the two parks the cost of 
maintaining Washington Park for the year 
1800 was $81,700. For the same year the cost 
maintaining Lincoln Park was $128,000. 
This is simply for keeping up lawns, walks, 
and drives, and does not take into considera- 
tion anything in the way of improvements, 
The reason this year was taken was because 
it was the last one for which the Lincoln Park 
Commissioners have published any report. 

There are im the Washington Park system 
871 acres, which makes the cost of mainté- 
nance $220 an acre. In Lincoln Park there 
are 250 acres, which brings the cost up to 
$512 an acre. In Lincoln Park, how- 
ever, an allowance of 21, O00 should be made 
for the animal exhibit, which is wanting in 
the South Park. This brings the total down 
to $107,000, or $424 an acre. At $220 an acre 
for Washington Park Lincoln costs for main- 
tenance . twice as much as Washing 


Need Experts in Parka. 
Speaking of the matter, an expert horticul- | 
turist and landscape gardener who is thor- 
oughly acquainted with all the parks of Chi- 
cago said yesterday: 
The trouble is the lack of 4 park super- 
intendent who knows his business. This ap- 
pointing men to charge of parks simply be- 
cause they have political influence and not 
because of their fitness for the place will 
ruin any park. You might as Well put a 
man at the head of a business house, a bank, 
or a newspaper for political reasons and ex- 
pect him to make a success of it. Lincoln 
Park haw never had an expert in charge since { 
Pettigrew was dismissed, and the condition 
of the park shows the result. 
“In many ways Lincoln Park has the ad- 
vantage over Washington as far as the cost 
of maintenance goes and yet it has cost more. 
One of the big expenses is in keeping the 
driveways in repair, and there is more driv- 
ing in the South Park than in Lincoln. The 
Washington Park driveways are in good con- 
dition, however, while the Lincoln driveways 
are in bad order. Water is the main thing 
needed to keep the lawns green and Lincoln 
Park has its own water system and can use 
as much &s it likes, while Washington Park 
has to use city water and in the summer 
time the eity always puts it on short allow- 


“The trouble with the driveways in Lin- 
coln Park is they have not been intelligently

Barn Badly Placed and Bult. 
„There are other things which show where 
the politician has done bad work.

Complaints of Mr. Redieske. 
Superintendent Redieske of Lincoln Park 
in his last report has a good deal to say about 
the condition of the lawns, and declares that 
unless something is done the grass will die 
out. He says the black soil which was orig- 
inally put in has gradually mixed with the 
sand. This necessitates constant sprinkling. 
Superintendent Redieske calls attention 
also to the palmhouse. The woodwork in a

lineman, In the test the men were inter- 
rogated on points pertaining to the telephone 
and telegraph departments of the service. 


Although a perfect operator on a telegraph 


instrument, the candidate had a slight detect 
in hearing and, fearing that he had falled 
| to hear as distinctly as would be required, 
| he became despondent and left the room 
| where the examinations were held. Later he 
went into the fre alarm office and spoke of 
the examination. He was not then 
and made no remark of failure. 


Dies Soon After Shooting. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock last night he ex- 


cused himself from his wife’s company and 
went into the back yard of his home. A 
second later a pistol shot was heard, and on

husband unconscious, with a bullet hole in 
the right temple. The ambulance from the 
South Chicago Police Station was summoned 
and a quick run was made to the Steel Mills 
Hospital at Ninety-sixth street and Paxton 
avenue.

His n was then taken to his 
home.

‘RECALL ‘GAGE, 


In the vaults of the City Gees office 
Haskins & Sells, the public accountants who 
are making a $65,000 investigation of the 
special assessment fund, yesterday found 
349 $1,000 gold bonds of the old Chicago and 
Great Western railroad company. The 
bonds, each having fifty-eight coupons still 
attached and maturing March 1, 1903, rep- 
resent apparently a total value of over 
$1,000,000. For twenty-eight years these 
bonds, according to the city officials, “ mare 
been kicked around in the vault.“ 

In the minds of the officials and the ex- 
gperts the find was a gold mine.” Visions 
were entertained of Chicago's recelying 
81.000, 000 — enough, said an enthusiastic om - 
cial, to lower the tunnels, build new bridges 
or crematories, or make any one of, the half 
dozen great improvements needed. Accord- 
ing to men who are informed of the facts 
In regard to the promoting of the Chicago 
and Great Western railroad the bonds are 
worthless. - The city officials, however, cling 
0 the thought that they have some value. 

History of the Bonds. 

The history of the bonds is as follows: 
‘When David A. Gage retired from the post- 
tion of City Treasurer in 1873 he should have 
turned over to his successor, Daniel O Hara, 
$965,788. His cash was short $507,708. The 
city brought suit against his bondsmen and 
recovered $373,559 in cash and seized the 
Gage farm and sixty-five acres of land at 
Riverside. In addition 350 of the Chicago 
and Great Western bonds held by Gage were 
turned over. Of the 850 bonds 849 were found 
‘yesterday, | 

They were of an issue of $8,000,000 made 
by the railroad company, the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company of New York being 
trustee. They bore 7 per cent Interest and 
matured in thirty years. They were signed 
by W. H. Park, Secretary of the company, 
and E. Follett Bull, President. The bonds 
were dated March 1, 1878, aud matured in 
thirty years. Of the sixty coupons of $35 
each the first two have been detached from 
the bonds owned by thecity. 


Suburban Line Projected. 
| ‘The Chicago and Great Western railroad 
company was chartered to build a road from 
Chicago to Riverside. The present Chicago 
Great Western company has no connection 
whatever with the old corporation. The Chi- 
cago and Great Western never built a road 
and never owned any rolling stock. Part 


is now the property of the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer company, and the expert account- 
ants and some city officials hope the bonds 
may prove to be a lien on some of this prop- 
erty, and that possibly their full vat may 
be recovered. 

|“ The experts who discovered the 
said Deputy Controller Frost, expect that, 
they will be found of sufficient value to pay 
the expenses of the investigation. I am of 
the opinion that they have some value. I 
do not know how much.” © : 


Declared to Be Worthless. 
he bonds are worthless,“ said John N.

Mr. Boulton, whe is vouched for by his 
brother Masons as a reliable man, in telling 
his story yesterday said: 

“I was taken to the hospital completely 

ted with rheumatism, with which I 
had suffered all winter. Fora time I seemed 
to improve, but when I got so I could walk 
a few feet I was told I would have to go 
home. I asked to be allowed to stay long 
enough te send home for my clothes—lI had 
been brought to the hospital in an ambu- 
lance and carried in on a stretcher, and my 
olothes were not with me. Dr. Cubbins told 
me I could go down-stairs and pick out some 
clothes, but as that meant wearing the ap- 
parel of some one who had died at the hos- 
pital I did net like the idea. , 

Finally the head nurse interceded for 
me and I was allowed to send for my wife, 
who brought me my clothes, and she and a 
friend helped me home. When I reached 
there I collapsed again, and have not been 
able to move hand or foot since. | 

All the patients in my ward were treat- 
ed like the scum of the earth and ordered to 
get out as soon as they were able to crawl. 
The ward was kept so cold we could get heat 
only by crowding around the radia tors.“

the case. Dr. Cubbins said: 

“It was while Boulton was up and walk- 
ing around an influx of patients filled the 
ward, and considering him well enough we 
asked him if he would not go home, When 
he left there was no sign of infammation or 
swelling, and if he was a sick man there was 

no physical indication of it.”

In this 
manner those who neglected their duties as

| duties as jurors, and not, as, now, by refusing 
to. register escape the jury duty.

MANDAMUS ARGUMENTS AT

‘Respondents Represented by Former 


State’s Attorney Smith and John 8. 
Miller Make Closing Addresses. 


Springfield, III., April 4.—({Special.]—The 
mandamus proceedings of the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation against the State 
Board of Equalization were practically 
brought to a close this evening. The argu- 
ment was concluded by former State's At- 
torney Smith of Sangamon County, who re- 
served, however, the right to make an addi- 
tional plea tomorrow morning should he find 
that any point of his argument has been 
overlooked today.
